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MAJORITY OF POLISH HEARTS BROKEN 
SAYS RUPERT HUGHES. 


Several years ago, Rupert Hughes in a radio breadeast entitled “The Betrayal 

of roland” stated, in part:- "I don't know whether we should call the Poles the 
„ Yankees of Europe, or our people the Poles of America. There is a great deal in 
Common in their souls." 

"America is on trial today. We stood idly by when Hitler ravaged Poland 
with fire and steel. Ve were unready ourselves, and Poland was far away. But 
now shall we stand idly by and watch Poland overawed and overwhelmed by a power 
that we ourselves have helped to save and restore and rebuild to such strength 
that we ourselves seem to cower before it? Polish heroes helped us when we were 
struggling up from tyranny, and that at a time when Poland herself was crushed. 
Shall we, with all our might, and at the peak of American power, lift not even a 
voice in the defence of Poland?" 

Interviewed by Romuald Gantowski in Hollywood, California, where Mr. Hughes 
resides, the following lines were written especially for the Nowy Swiat by this 
great poet, historian, novelist, composer, artist seulptor, playwright, radio 
Coumentator, movie producer, and stage director, and indefatigable fighter for 
democracy ;- 

"There cannot be an honest or just world without a great, strong and in- 
dependent Poland’. 

"That was the message to Polish warriors by their commander-in-chief, 
Wladyslaw Anders, on February 26, 1945, after the publication of the Yalta 
decision." 

"Strangers or people of small heart ask; "What are you fighting for?" 

They will reply that the Polish soldier is fighting for the same objectives for 
which he went into battle many years ago,- that force should not prevail over 
law and justice either in our country or in the world." 

"It was a brave and ringing cry from a brave soldier, but other brave 
soldiers committed suicide when they learned that they had fought as they believed, 
e--in vain." 

: "The vast majority of Polish hearts are broken and reduced again to that 
tragic bitterness of unyielding despair, beyond and above despair which the 
Poles call "zal'. 

"It is a strange and bitter, a fantastic climax to a war in which everything 
Was cruel, hideous and unjust has befallen Poland to a degree unknown before - 
that tne rolish people, the victims of the first attack of all the war's attacks, 
the Polish people who fought first and hardest and suffered longest and most, 
should find themselves at the end of the war at the merey of their most ancient 
enemy, and be told to accept what is thrown, to them - or else be abandoned as 
Selfish troublers of the peace we all desire.", 

"Then our forefathers were fighting an almost hopeless battle here to 
establish tnis Republic, we had no military engineers, we had no cavalry, A 
Polish hero, Casimir Pulaski, persuaded Washington to let him create the first 
of our glorious cavalry regiments. The Battle of Saratoga saved our nation by 
bringing Fr.nce into the war as our ally. The military engineering that helped 
to win the Battle of Saratoga was the work of a Polish patriot, Kosciuszko." 

“Jaen our grandfathers were children, they recited a poem in which there was 

_ a famous line about our great helper, Kosciuszko, The line went:- 


"AND FREEDOM SHRIEKED WHEN KOSCIUSZKO FELL!!!" 
"Freedom will never find peace, and peace will never mean freedom while the 


brave countrymen of taat 1 patriot are denied what they believe to be 
Justice and peace and freedom in their own blood-drenched homeland."

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FREDZRIC FRaNCOIS CHOPIN was born at 
Zelazowa "ola, roland to a French fa- 
ther, Nicolas, who at the age of 17 
immigrated to Poland from Nancy, 
Lorraine, and & Polish mother, Justina 
de Xrzyzanowska, on February 22, 1810. 

While it is true that the Polish 
master was delicate in constitution, 
he was ordinarly a healthy and life- 
enjoying person, for the greater por- 
tion of this life. A father,mother 
and three sisters shared Chopin's 
home life. 

as a boy he was full of fun and 
mischief, incessantly playing pranks 
upon nis sisters and his school- 
fellows. Cnopin was musically pre- 
cocious and improvised at an early 
age. He went ahead so fast that on 
February 24, 1818 he played a piano- 
forte concerto by Gyrowetz in public. 

He traveled but little; once to 
Berlin, and in 1829 to Vienna. ilere, 
on august 11 of that year, he made 
his first bow to the greater musical 
world with nis Variations Opus 2, on 
"Ila ci darem la mano." 

On the first on November, 1850, 
Chopin left Warsaw never to see his 
native land again. As he sorrowfully 
left 7arsaw he did not know that his 
friends had prepared a dramatic  sur- 
prise for him. Reaching the first 
Village on his journey he met his 
Teacher, Elsner, and the pupils ,of 
the Conservatoire who sang a cantata 
composed for the occasion and handed 
him a silver goblet. The goblet was 
filled with the earth of his beloved 
Poland - earth that only nineteen 
years later was sprinkled upon his 
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casket at Pere-la-Chaise, in Paris. 

His goal was Faris; but on the way 
he stopped at many places. At Vienna he 
was chagrined to find that notwithstanding 
his previous successes he was literally 


forgotten. The publishers rejected ‘his 
conpositions - works which since made 
fortunes for others. A failure of a 


concert made it necessary for him to write 
home for funds with which to go to Paris. 

Chopin arrived at the French capital 
at an hour when the interest in literature, 
in art and in music had reached a very 
high standard. Chopin made his Parisian 
debut in 1832. Although "he took every- 
body by storm" the concert was not finan- 
cially successful. Through Prince Radzi- 
will, however, he was introduced to the 
home of the Rothschilds, and from that 
time on he was enabled to gain access to 
Social circles which placed him beyond 
want » 

Three passions made up the sum د‎ of 
Chopin's life of love. The first was his 
absorption in Constancia Gladkowska, who 
came into his life when he was nineteen 
years of age. She, so he hints in his 
letter, inspired the F minor Concerto, or 
at least its poetic Larghetto. Miss 
Gradkowska, however, for one reason or 
another married a tir. Grabowski. 

In 1835 Chopin fell in love with 
Maria "odzinska, the sister of two boys 
who had been friends of the composer in 
his earlier Warsaw days. Maria's father 
was not particularly pleased with the 
intelligence which he received from his 
brother that the young lady and the fas- 
cinating pianist were much together in 
shadowy corners and at the piano - at 
which, of course, the young man would be 
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entirely irresistible. Maria and her 
brothers went back to their Polish do- 
micile. Chopin, at the hour of parting 
improvising a valse (F minor) which 
later he sent to her from Faris. 

The following summer they met again 
&t Marienbad. This time the crisis ar- 
rived. Count Wodzinski and his wife set 
their faces againstChopin far he was not 
an aristocrat. laria was devastated by 
the eruelty of destiny, but she must do 
às she w.s told and the following year 
was married to Count Frederick Skarbek. 

Ihe master's third and last love- 
affair was more serious than those which 
had gone before. This ís not the place, 
nor is there the space in which to en- 
large upon the qualities of Mme. Dudevant 
better known to history as George Sand. 
This woman, whose literary artistry had 
given her a definite place in the hall 
of fame, was a curious example of her 
Sex. ‘Everything that is imposed upon 
me as a duty," she once said, "becomes 
hateful to me." By that token, her 
inarriage to Casimir Dudevant was likely 
to end, as it did, in disaster. Having 
lost a husband, George Sand consoled 
herself with affections of various 
gentlemen, the most distinguished of 
wiom = before Chopin drifted into her 
path - was the poet, alfred de Musset. 
Chopin and Madame Sand met for the first 
time in. 1856 at a reception given by 
the Marquis de Custine in Paris. That 
the biographers really were romancing 
in describing the meeting of the two, 
is plain from a letter written by Chopin 
himself, in which he said, "Yesterday I 
met George Sand. She made a disagreeable 
impression on me." Yet his ultimate re- 
action to Sand's charms, such as they 
were, Was that which is known to all the 
world. For some eight years this ill- 
assorted pair walked together down the 
path of life. 

In 1838, Chopin, in precarious 
health, went to the Islamd of Majorca 
and on December 15th took quarters in 
the Cartnusian monastery of Valdeiosa. 
George Gand, always a practical woman, 
perfectly indifferent to public opinion 
registered at the monastery and nursed 
Chopin. 

Mtuin the silence of those histo- 
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ric old walls, Chopin is said to have 
developed and written several Preludes; 
the Ballade in F, op. 38; Polonaise in 
C minor, op. 40 no. 2; Scherzo C minor, 
op 39. 

In March 1839 Chopin, still very 
ill, returned to Marseilles. Later he 
went to Genoa, then to Nohant, and Paris. 
During these last years of his life he 
was obliged to take the greatest care of 
his health. 

He was heard for the last time at 
the Polish Ball and Concert at Guildhall, 
London, on the lóth of November, under 
Royal patronage. Chopin returned to 
Paris in January 1849. 

After his return from England he 
began to fail rapidly in health. The 
Strain of travel and playing and compos- 
ing on his fast ebbing strength proved 
disastrous. On Sunday, October 15th of 
that year, his pains increased. He 
suffered with unusual patience and re- 
signation. Having noticed among his 
friends, his devoted friend, Countess 
Delfina Potocka, he asked her to sing for 
him. With enormous emotion and tears in 
her eyes she sang for him Bellini's hyma 
to the Virgin Mary, and then Marceli's 
psalm. 

Later in the night he asked for a 
drink. Rising in the arms of his friend, 
Gutman, he breathed heavily and passed 
on. 

The death came on October 17, 1849. 
At his funeral at the Chapelle de la 
Madeleine, Mozart's Requiem was sung. 
Devoted friends followed the funeral 
cortege to Pere-laChaise, where he was 
laid near the tombs of Bellini and Che- 
rubini. 

His music particularly appeals to 
the ears of the Polish listener and aptly 
Paderewski once said:- 

"But let Chopin's voice begin to 
speak and our Polish listener changes 
immediately. His hearing becomes keen, 
his attention concentrated; his eyes 
glisten, his blood flows more quickly, 
his heart rejoices although tears are on 
his cheek. Be it the dancing lilt of 
his native Mazurka, the Nocturne's melan- 
choly, the crisp swing of the Krakowiak: 
- he understands all, feels all, because 
it is all his, all Polish..."

POLISH FESTIVAL WILL HONOR CENTENARY OF CHOPIN'S DEATH. 

ZELAZOWA “OLA, Poland, Dec. 6 (AP)-- Music lovers of Poland are laying plans for 
& great international music festival in this little Polish village in the Fall of 
1949 honoring one of the nation's greatest composers, Frederic Chopin. 

The year marks the centenary of Chopin's death. Arrangements are being made to 
accomodate several thousand visitors from abroad. 

Highlight of the festival will be an international competition for young pianists 
te discover the best interpreters of Chopin's works. 

Publication is planned in time for the centenary of all of Chopin's compositions 
in the revised version arranged and edited by Ignace Jan Paderewski. 

For several years before the last war, Paderewski, at the request of the Chopin 
Institute in Warsaw, re-read and replayed all Chopin's compositions. He is credited 
with having made substantial changes and corrections in so-called originals. 

The revised edition was slated for publication before the war but printing which 
started in 1939 was interrupted by the German invasion. Manuscripts were hidden 
away. a boxful of Chopin's works recently was found in clearing up war debris in 
“roclaw (Breslau). 

The little peasant house here in Zelazowa Wola, 35 miles west of Warsaw, where 
Chopin was born, like many other famous spots in Poland, was looted by the Germans. 
The Nazis left only the wrecked, ancient piano which the composer used for his 
first lessons. 

Poles have not attempted to repair it, leaving it as a reminder of German vanda- 
lism. They have tried to restore most of Chopin's home, which stands on a 15-acre 
plot. The garden has becn laid out in terraces, forming a sort of amphitheater.

EXECUTIVE BOARD MEETING 
Minutes of Friday, December 5, 1947 


The following members of the Executive Board were present: Edward Grzybowski, 
presiding, John Krulewski, Stanley Micula and Caesar T. Gaza. 

Mr. Grzybowski called the meeting, held at the home of Caesar Gaza, to order 
at 8:30 pm." 

The resignation of Raymond Mejdak from the managing editorship of the "Sarmatian" 
was discussed. It was decided that since the circumstances surrounding the resigna- 
tion were of such a nature as to indicate reasonable doubt as to the true causes, the 
Executive Board of Sarmatia International will take up the matter again as soon as a 
complete- report of the books of the “Sarmatian", and other pertinent facts can be made. 

Mr. Grzyboviski agreed to compile the above mentioned report. 

lir. Micula stated that as yet he did not have a complete plan of the proposed 
Sarmatian Ball, but that he is still working on it and hoped to present it soon in 
its entirety. 

The Sarua.ian Optatek to be held at the Ognisko Polskie on January 9, 1948, was 
fully discussed. 

It was agreed that the cost of printing tickets for the Opłatek would be too 
great, especially in view of the small amount needed. In view of this Mr. Gaza 
suggested that they be typed on plain calling cards. Mr. Gaza's suggestion was 
accepted and hc was asked by Nr. Micula to undertake this work. Mr. Gaza agreed to 
try to havo the tickets typed by Monday. In view of this, Mr. Micula and Mr. John 
Krulewski agreed to process the few necessary tickets for mailing. 

The agree.ent made with the Ognisko was that at least a minimum of 40 people be 
present. in view of this the full course meal will be charged at the rate of $1.50. 
Ye were also allowed to bring a portable recorder which enable dancing after the meal. 

It was unanimously agreed to charge $2.00 for the tickets with the profit going 
to Sarmatia. Tae point was also considered that more than $1.50 will have to be paid 
for a big;er meal than that suggested. 

Since Mr. Gaza has been unable to write to Prof. Mitana tc request him to speak 
at the above mentioned Opłatek, Mr. Micula agreed to do this. 

Mr. Gaza requested that, since he is doing the work of a business manager on 
the "Sarmatian", his title be changed from advertising manager to business manager, 
to avoid any possible future eriticism that ho has at any time assumed authority 
not rightfully delegated to him. 

Mr. Gaza's request was unanimously approved. 

ur. Grzybowski reported that to date he has sent out over 75 ditto'd letters to 
individuals who have been receiving the "Sarmatian" for the past few issues, and in 
Somc cuses, have received all five issues, and to date have not reacted in any way. 

Mr. Grzybouski stated that he will continue to do this until everyone that has 
ever received a free copy also received a copy of this letter. He estimated this 
amount to be at about 800. 

After a limited discussion it was unanimously agreed to award a one year con- 
tract, for the printing of the "Sarmatian", to the Czas Publishing Co. 

A clause in the eontract is to include a statement to the effect that through 
the Executive Board, Sarmatia International has a right to cancel the contract at 
any time before the termination of the one year, if in its opinion the printing is 
not of a sufficiently nigh standard and quality. 

Mr. Gaza was authorized to sign the above mentioned contract, on behalf of the 
organization, as business manager.

Mr. Micula reported that Fr. Burant and Mr. Tron have consented to become patr ' 
members of the organization. He also asked that Nr. Gaza write appropriate letters 
to them and to include descriptive literature on the organization. Mr. Gaza replied 
that he fully understood the importance of this, but unfortunately due to the limi- 
tations on his time he cannot possibly write the letters until another week or so 
has passed. 

Mr. Grzybowski then read the resignation of Miss Alina Surmacka from the posi- 
tion of Membersnip Chairman on Sarmatia International. 

Although the members of the Board agreed that she was correct in many of the 
observations she has made, no action was taken on her resignation. It was decided 
the best time for tais would be when she herself can be present at one of the 
meetings of the Executive Board. 

Mr. Krulewski reported that the "Spiewnik Sarmacji" has already been mimeographed 
and that tue only work left is the staplihg of the pages and mailing the completed 
Spiewnik: He then showed a few copies that have been put together. Mr. Grzybowski 
commended iir. Krulewski highly for the time, energy and effort that he has expended 
to make the Spiewnik a reality. The other members of the Board were also highly 
pleased with tne quality of the work and joined Mr. Grzybowski's commendation. 

Nr. Grzybowski then read two letters, one that he had received from Mr. 
Ferdinand Z. Slejzer, associate Editor of the "Sarmatian" and a letter he had sent 
to wiss Skoczulek, vice-president,in reference to the resignation of Mr. Mejdak. 

The members of the Board agreed with his reply to Miss Skoczulek. 

ilr. Gaza then notified the members of the Executive Board of Miss Jane Narolska's 
stand in reply to a request from the New York - New Jersey Chapter that she contact, 
or advise the Chapter as to the possibility of contacting Mr. Nurkiewicz for aid in 
Sarmatia's activities. 

Mr. Gaza stated that in her reply, Miss Narolska was unwilling to contact Mr. 
Nurkiewicz because of the uncertainty in the organization. Mr. Gaza also stated 
that ho agreed with somo of the comments Miss Narolska made but indicated that it 
Was because of the help Sarmatia needed and still needs that it has to contact men 
like wir. Nurkiewicz and not because it is financially sound or is a great force to 
be reckoned with. 

No immediate action was contemplated on the above although it was realized that 
ir. Nurkiewicz and men like him must be contacted soon. However, the limitation of 
time on active members is so severe that this cannot be accomplished soon. 

The bazaar under the direction of Mrs. Dzierzkowska was discussed and here 
&gain it w.s shown due to the inactivity of many members, the proper contacts with 
Lrs. Dzierzkowska cannot be malntained. However it is expected that the bazaar will 
soon reach priority on the Sarmatian agenda and at least a minimum of time will be 
able to be devoted to it. 

ure liicula reported that the status of the Treasury was not very satisfactory 
and requested that members should hold their bills for as long as possible, unless 
they need tue money, until the financial status improves substantially.

SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION HELD IN PHILADELPHIA, PA, 
November 8, 9, 1947 


A CALL FOR THE INVESTIGATION OF THE YALTA AGREEMENT 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED AT THE SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE NATIONAL COM- 
MITTEE OF AMERICANS OF POLISH DESCENT, IN PHILADELPHIA, PA, NOVEMBER 9, 1947 


From the very beginning of its activity the National Committee of Americans of Polish Descent has 
warned the American public to be on guard lest America and the democratic world betray the causes for 
which they waged the war. We pointed out that a betrayal of those causes would lead to trouble in the 
democratic group and that despite the defeat of Hitler, America would not in the end stand in the role of 
victor but of the defeated. 

During the various phases of our struggle we have had many proofs of the rightness of our warnings. 
At the same time, mistakes made by the United States and Great Britain — countries upon which depends 
the fate of world civilization and culture — multiplied. We believe that failure to see the dangers threatening 
America and the world is the reason for the present state of affairs and that this blindness must be cured. 
We look upon the Yalta accord as the most outstanding evidence of the correctness of our position. This 
accord was positive proof to us that the democracies were not cognizant of the danger resulting from the 
betrayal of their principles and ideals, that they were not really aware of what they were fighting for, and 
that they were blind to the fact that their Soviet ally is their worst enemy. 

When all our protests, together with those of the Polish American Congress, against the Yalta accord 
came to nothing, two years ago, at the fourth annual meeting of the delegates of our organization, we ac- 
cepted it as a fundamental principle that only an investigation of the Yalta agreement could check the dis- 
integration of American political life. 

That occurred at a time when the American Congress was devoting itself almost wholly to the Pearl 
Harbor investigation. In a resolution passed at that mecting of our delegates, Nov. 24, 1945, we declared that 
"the moral responsibility for the crimes committed by the Soviets against the Polish Nation rests equally 
upon the United States." The resolution concluded with the following appeal: 

“We are calling your attention to the necessity of an investigation of the secret commitments un- 

dertaken at Yalta because, in our opinion, they jeopardize the safety of the United States and of 

the world." 

A year later, at the Fifth Annual Convention of the National Committee of Americans of Polish Descent, 
a telegram was sent Nov. 17, 1946 to Secretary of State Byrnes, in which again we stated emphatically that: 

"if American public opinion demanded an investigation of Pearl Harbor — even after our victory 

over Japan — it was far more essential to investigate the secret, unconstitutional Yalta commit- 

ments and the pernicious effects which caused catastrophic setbacks to our American prestige and 

are jeopardizing the safety of the United States and of the civilized world." 

If it was the purpose of the Pearl Harbor investigations to examine the circumstances responsible for 
the catastrophe in the Pacific, "cancelled out by the bravery of our army, navy and air corps, together with 
the great devotion of the entire population" — as we wrote in our resolution — an investigation of Yalta is 
imperative to reveal the source both of the defeats we have already sustained and of those which loom in the 
future. The Pearl Harbor catastrophe was washed out by later victory. Yalta brings one setback after ano- 
ther. These can neither be checked nor rectified and they open the way to unforeseeable and indescribable 
catastrophes. 

Yet the American Congress remains blind. Month after month and year after year it has been learning 
of the secrets of Yalta, learning of the partitioning of Poland, of the handing over of half of Europe to So- 
viet control, of the cession of the Kuriles to Russia, of the granting of three votes in UNO to the Soviet 
Union, of the right of veto, of giving Manchuria, half of Korea, and part of China to the Soviet sphere, 
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Much has been written and spoken about all this, and at last we have the documents themselves in the 
memoirs of Byrnes, who was present at Yalta and later the executor and defender of the agreement. 

To date, however, not one American speaking with authority has come out with the declaration that to 
rectify the blunders, to turn from the road of treason and capitulation, to abolish the sentence of death 
given world freedom, and the honor and security of America, the Yalta agreement must be repudiated. On 
the contrary, the Yalta accord executor, Byrnes, revealing the secrets of this disgraceful betrayal as he had 
them in his stenographic notes, concludes that the evil lies not in the death sentence for the Western demo- 
cracies implicit in the Yalta accord, but in the fact that this death sentence is not carried out by the So- 
viets according to the regulations. Byrnes again attempts to deceive America and the world with the idea 
that if the Soviets al conduct the execution of Poland, half of Europe and China in proper form, then 
everything would be in order and the American war objectives would be attained. 

And so we say again as we declared in earlier years that until we return to those purposes for which 
America fought the war, and which led to the principles of the Atlantic Charter and the Four Freedoms, 
until we understand what the struggle is about, until we lay bare the plans of the Soviet Union, aiming at 
world domination, just so long our political as well as our military decisions will be erroneous, incomplete, 
unsuccessful, and ending in disaster. 

It was disastrous giving Russia two and a half years time to win Europe and Asia and thus to weaken 
America. A year intervened between Munich and Hitler's invasion of Poland. Almost three years have 
passed since Yalta. This was a period of uninterrupted disasters for America and Poland, and of triumphant 
crimes of the Soviets. Hence this year as in years past the National Committee of Americans of Polish 
Descent demands that the execution of the death sentence according to the Yalta agreement cease; that in- 
stead there be an investigation, followed by a repudiation of these criminal agreements, which have thus far 
served as the basis of United States foreign policy.
